No person under 21 
years of age will be allowed to purchase the 
beer. 

Only ten store licenses may be given in 
Andover, since the state law says that there 
may be one for each population unit of 
1000 and for each additional fraction thereof 
up to 10,000, The chain stores are practically 
eliminated by the provision which prevents 
corporations from having more than three 
selling-places in the state 

The Board of Selectmen were not unani- 
mous, with Andrew MeTernen refusing 
steadfastly to countenance the sale. He has 
refused to sign the licenses 
The following were granted licenses to sell 
bottled goods not to be consumed on the 
premises; James E. Greeley Co., Essex 
street; P, J. Daly Co., North Main street;

Mystery Animal 
Not Yet Found 


A mysterious animal, very unusual in that 
it seems to be a combination of lynx, wildcat, 
dog, mountain lion, weasel, and bear, with an 
appetite for pig’s blood but not for pork, has 
been attracting the attention of West Ando- 
ver people since last Thursday night when 
twelve pigs on Ballard road were killed by the 
unknown animal or animals. The police of 
Lawrence and Andover augmented by a 
volunteer squad of hunters have been comb- 
ing the woods since then in search of the 


nebulous beast. No definite idea of what the 
animal is has yet been formed, but many sug- 
gestions have been offered. 

In addition to slaughtering the pigs, the 
animals have also been reported to have 
killed a cat and knocked a dog senseless. The 
animals were also said to have committed a 
few other attacks, but these stories have not 
been confirmed 

Last Friday Chief George A. Dane and 
Officer David Gillespie scoured the woods 
near where the wholesale slaughtering took 
place, but aside from finding a few tracks 
no progress was made, Over the week-end 
numerous hunters invaded the district, but 
they were unable to catch the wild animals 
The police have returned to the scene several 
nights since, but the animals still escape 
detection. 

The pigs belonged to Arthur Tisbert of 20 
Ballard road on the Lawrence-Andover line 
When found Friday morning they had been 
badly mutilated, but not eaten, showing that 
it was more a desire to kill than hunger that 
caused the attack. Six of them were already 
dead, and the other six had to be shot by 
Officer Gillespie. A few weeks previous to 
this several pigs had been killed on Mount 
Vernon street but at that time it was thought 
that dogs had done the slaying. 


The Benson animal farm on being made 
aware of the kind of footprint found stated 
that it may have been a wolf or a mountain 
lion. A Haverhill taximan states that he saw 
a bear a year ago while travelling from Tewks- 
bury to Haverhill. Others have stated that 
it was a leopard, and many cling to the belief 
that dogs were responsible. 

A large black cat owned by Lewis Kersting 
of Greenwood road was killed early Wednes- 
day morning. Kersting reported that-he had 
heard the cat crying in terror, and on running 
out of the house he saw two wild animals 
chase the cat up to a door, After a brief 
struggle the cat was killed. Kersting had no 
gun. He said that the animals had pointed 
noses and were reddish-brown in color, 

Support was lent to the dog theory Wed- 
nesday night when a massive, tan-colored 
dog engaged the 60-pound terrier of Fred 
Doyle of West Andover in a tussle which 
ended with the strange animal sinking its 
teeth in the neck of Doyle’s dog and hurling 
it over its back. Andover police repaired to 
the scene but were unable to find the attacker
